A savings of $105,010.00, 

in the next 19 years, on the 
cost of the new High School 
bonds, was revealed by Town 
Manager Joseph Courtney, at 
the Selectmen’s meeting Mon- 
day night, In effect Mr. 
Courtney let the cat out of 
the bag, when he made the 
statement which was greeted 
by silence on the part of 
the Selectmen, 

It had been a carefully 
kept secret, with very few 
persons in the know, during 
the past few months. The 
Selectmen, of course, did 
know, and because of this 
they could add no comments 
to Courtney’ s, 
The savings over the next 
19 years will be in interest 
pryments. It involves a 
method of financing, and 
payments of the bonds, which 
has probably not been used 

in Massachusetts before, a 
method that had originally 
been suggested by Selectman 
Charles H. Black

Seven members of the Shaw- 
sheen Avenue Association 
led by President James Mc- 
Laughlin attended the meet- 
ing.

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THE TM EARNS HIS SALARY FOR THE NEXT SEVENTEEN 
YEARS 


This is a first time story: at least, it is a 
first time story as far as the Town of Wilming- 
ton, and the First National Bank of Boston is 
concerned, and, as far as we know, it is a 
first time story for any other place too. It 
concerns the sale of the High School bonds. 

Towns and Cities have two ways of petting 
money, to pay for the things they do. They(1), 
get money from taxation, and they (2) borrow 
money, which they later pay back out of tax- 
ation. 

Borrowing money, in its turn, can be divided 
into two classifications,‘short term‘ and ‘long 
term’. 

Short term money is money that is borrowed for 
less than a year, by the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen. It is ‘money in an- 
ticipation of revenue (taxes)‘. It bears a 
low rate of interest-about $7.50 per thousand 
dollars per year. 

Long term money is money that is borrowed for 
10, 15 or 20 years, for the construction of a 
special project, a water system, or a school 
for instance. It bears a higher rate of int- 
erest, about $27.50 per thousand dollars per 
year. There is much more to-do about selling 
long term money, with banks and lawyers flu- 
ttering around in the background. If a town’s 
financial picture is good, it might sell the 
bonds for a lower interest rate, and it might 
get a ‘premium’, where by the bank will pay, 
say $102.00 for each $100.00 bond, or if the 
financial picuure is bad, the interest rate 
will be higher, andcthe bank might pay only 
$98.00 for each $100.00 bond (this is called 
discounting). 

Long term money is paid back in annual or se- 
mi-annual payments, together with interest due. 
In Massachusetts, the State School Building 


Assistance Comm.ssion then repays the town or 
city part of the piyment, after it has been 
nade, but never any part of the interest. In 
some places the Assistance Commission pays one- 
third of the cost of the principal, and in 
other places it pays one-half. Wilmington gets 
one half. 

Relatively speaking, the most expensive part 
of this proceedure, for a city or town, is the 
money that it borrows and then doesn’t use. A 
town will borrow X dollars, to build a school 
While the school is being built the town won’t 
have use for part of that money. It will keep 
it in a’bank, or will buy some Governmental 
short term loans, to recoup part of the lost 
interest, but it will be paying interest for 
money that it isn’t using, until all the bills 
are paid. 

Another hazard is that maybe the cost of the 
building will not be as great as was antici- 
pated. In that case the town will have afew 
thousand, or maybe a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars for-which it will have to pay a higher 
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rate of interest, for 20 years or so, than 1t 
will be receiving. Both of these items can 
cost money. In the case of a million dollar 
school,it ie conceivable that a town canspend 


an extra $30 or $40 thousand dollars, in the 
course of 20 years, because of these two 
factors. 

Now to get on with the story: 

It starts, originally with a suggestion by 
Selectman Charles Black. Something over a 
year ago, Black pointed out’ in a meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen, that a town could save 
money by not selling the bonds immediately. 
It could wait a year, and pay the contractors 
by borrowing money short terms. By doing this 
there would be a smaller rate of interest, 
first, and secondly there would be a better 
knowledge of how much the school would ul- 
timately cost., so that the bonds sold on long 
term could more closely approximate the actual 
cost of the new High School, then authorized, 
and now nearing. completion. The short term 
money, of course, is sold in anticipation of 
taxes, but in this case it would be sold in an- 
ticipation of borrowing the long term money. 


Black’s idea was novel for Wilmington. It was 
seized upon, by Town Manager, Joseph Courtney, 
anc he has developed it even further. He had 
had the same idea as Baack. 

If short term bonds could be used for the 
first year’s payments to the contractor, why 


could they also not be used for the second and 
last years payment? Why would it be necessary 


to sell the entire issue of long term bonds, 
at the end of the year? Why not just sell en- 
ough long term bonds to cover the short term 
money for the first year, and then later sell 
more long term bonds, to cover the last part 
of the contractor's paymnets? If this were 
done there would be no necessity of guessing

during which the short term notes were sold, 
and the construction of the school started. 
Then came a real surprise. The State Assis- 


tance Commission was ready to repay their half 
of the first year’s principal The town had 
not yet paid out one cent in principal, but 
the state was ready to repay! This would re- 
ally put the cart before the horse, because 
each year, if this were to be the case, the 
state would be paying its half of the money in- 
to the town’s treasury, before the town had to 
make its annual payment!

cipal which will then fall due. It is the 
first time, as far as is known, in Massachu- 


setts, that such a thing has happened. , 
Compare this to the proceedure at the Wild- 


wood School which was done the way that the 
average school in the state is done. 
There we borrowed $512,000 not all of which 


was immediately required. A large portion of 
this money was invested in United States Trea- 
sury bonds and earned money for the town. This 
amounted to $3173.25 in the first year, accord- 
ing to the Town Accountant. This is accepted as 
good proceedure, and is the method commonly 
used by alert co munities. However, we paid out 
far more than we took in, in interest, in the 
first year, and it was not the savings that 
would have been made if the Black-Courtney me- 
thod had been used:

150 voters, or more, will have to 
be present, and they must approve of the new By 
Laws by a two-thirds majority, in order fro the 
laws to be made effective, 

The town at the present time is workingon 
"oning. By-Laws which were adopted in 1935. At 
the time they were adopted they were very good 
laws for that day and age. Today they are help- 
lessly out-moded. 

The laws of over 20 years ago were passed in 
a town that was rural in character. It was a 
definite attempt to attract business into town, 
and the land adjacent to the railroads and main 
streets were zoned for business, with this th- 
ought in mind. 

How well that worked can be seen today. Many 
places with a business zone rating are still 
woods and swamps. The industries which have 
come into Wilmington during the past few years 

were not interested in the areas already alloc 
ated. They chose sites of their own, and we 
had special Town Meetings, to make those sites 
suitable for business. In other words, the 
forethought wasn’t sufficient for the needs. 

But, we still have those industrial zones, run- 
ning right through the town, cutting it up into 
strips ; 

Those strips present a hazard to the residents 
of Wilmington. Under the present setup they 
can become sites of industries. No one objects 
to industries coming to town, but it willbe 
tough on the town’s pocket book to have heavy 
trucks using all the streets-of the town, and 
a lot of our residents wouldn’t be happy to 
have an industry on the other side of the stre- 
et from that new picture glass window in the 
front room. 


What the new Soning Law is doing is to set up 
1100 acres at the two convenient exits, on Rt. 
28, as it is to be rebuilt. This will be the 


one in the south- 


industrial areas of the town, 
the northern end 


ern’end and the other at 


Trucks will use Route 28, and a few streets 
near the exits, and no more. No danger to 
children, from trucks in the residential zones. 
No tearing up of streets, by heavy traffic, 
with incidental increase in the costs of our 
Highway Department. Such industrial zones as 
have been set up will be attractive to indus- 
tries. We have the word of a Harvard Professor 
on this subject, and he was paid $3500.00 to 
make a thorough and detailed analysis of the 
situation. 

The new Toning Law has many advantages, other 


than industrially. It divides the town into 
three residential areas, one in which there can 
be 10,000 foot house lots, one in which there 


can be 22,500 foot house lots, and one in which 
there will be 60,000 foot house lots. 

There is an advantage to this. Our present 

by -laws prohibit new 10,000 foot house lot 
unless they are already registered as such 
This will increase the number of smaller lots 
which will be available for homes in Wilmington 
and these small lots will be in character with 
the adjacent ones. 

There has been a change too, in the half-acre 
lots. The frontage has been reduced, whi- 
ch means that the lot can be narrower, and 
longer. More houses can be built for a given 
length of street. Instead of having to 'e 150 
feet wide, the lots can now be 125 feet wide. 
This will be good news, to the home owner, ard 
to the taxpayer, for the town will not have to 
spend quite so much money for such services as 
Police, Highways, and the Water Department,if 
the houses are closer together 

What about the 60,000 foot lots? -They are be- 
ing planned mainly to make sure that the de- 
velopment of the town doeen’t spread too ra- 
pidly. It has cost us money, over the years to 
put water mains over such portion of the town 
as is now serviced. We haven’t completed the 
job. If new developments were to start, in the 
outskirts of the town, we would be taxed with a 
terrible burden. that of providing still more 
mains when we can’t take care of what we now 
have to do. The same argument goes for other 
services. 

There is another thought in the 60,000 foot 
lots. It will help to preserve the semi-rural 
aspects of our’town. Perhaps you may argue 


that it isn’t a pretty town, but you must ad- 
mit that green leaves and grass are attractive 
The large lots, planned for the outskirts, 
will slow down development, preserving that 
aspect of the town. [It will cause the town 
to develop more, in the central portions, wh- 
ere we already have installed our essential 
services. 

There are, we are told, about 400-500lots 
available in the 10,000 foot size, and five or 
six thousand in ten half acre size. Lets get 
those used up, in the next few years and save 
ourselves some tax money while we do it! 
Perhaps hhere are aspects of the new ‘.oning 
Law that you don’t like. We have one ourselv- 
es, but we are going to vote for it as it now 
stands, rather than hazard having the whole 
law thrown out. 

If you want to preserve the rural aspects of 
your town, if you want it to grow at the same 
time, with the least cost to the taxpayers, 
you should be present at the Town Meeting, 
Monday night. 

There is, in our estimation, 
by staying away!

TM's Report On Bond Issue 


REPORT ON THE MANAGEMENT OF THE COMBINED BOND ISSUE AUTHOR- 


IZED BY THE TOWN MEETING, MARCH, 1954 


1, The Annual Town Meeting in March, 1954 authorized bond issues for school 
construction purposes in the following amounts: 


HIGH SCHOOL ADDITION 
WILDWOOD COMPLETION 
TOTAL 


1, 300, 000. 00 
75,000. 00 
375, 000. 00 


2, After careful study, the following procedures, which departed from pre- 
vious practise in Wilmington, were selected as the best for the manage - 
ment of these issues 


a/ 


a/ 


The two authorizations were consolidated. This would not only 
simplify the routine of handling their issuance, but would also per- 
mit the extraction of maximum advantage from other steps taken 
with respect to the marketing of these bonds 


Where the marketing of this issue in 1954 would have established 
a ratio bonded debt to assessed valuation of approximately 20% 
the servicing bank advised the Town that it would probably lose its 
Moody's rating of "A" and might have to accept an interest rate as 
high as 3%. 


Moreover, the increased cost of debt service was estimated to re- 
quire a tax rate of $60.00 in 1955. Since the 1954 tax rate had in- 
creased $11.00 over 1953, another increase would have further 
weakened the credit rating of Wilmington and would discourage re- 
venue producing industrial investment -- thereby minimizing any 
hope of financial stabilization for many years. 


Although the Commonwealth reimburses the Town up to 50% of the 
principal on school construction loans, the Town must assume the 
entire cost of interest payments. The reimbursement from the 


State begins on the anniversary date of the first borrowing, so that 
if the bonds were marketed August 1, 1954, with the first principal 
payment due August 1, 1955, the State would reimburse the Town 


for an amount approximately 50% of the principal payment August 1, 
1955. 


Taking the above into account, it was decided to delay the marketing 
of the bonds. Instead the Town would issue short term "anticipation 
of bond proceeds" notes, Certain definite benefits would result from 
this procedure. 


1/ Anticipation notes carry a much smaller rate of interest, 
averaging 1/3 of bond interest. The Town would save the 
difference, 


2/ Instead of borrowing the entire $1, 375,000 issue and hold- 
ing it in the bank until payments were made in the course 
of construction, while the Town paid full interest for un- 

+ used money, the Town would issue anticipation notes to 
meet scheduled payments -- thereby paying only for the 
money it actually needed as it was used 


3/ On such an expensive project as the High School addition, 
it was possible that the actual cost would be substantially 
less than the original estimate. Short term borrowing 
would enable the Town to avoid borrowing and paying in- 
terest on money it did not need 


4/ By utilizing anticipation notes the Town would delay its 
first payments on principal and interest for a full year 
Where the first principal payment would have come due 


on August 1, 1955, it would be postponed until August, 
1956. The delay would provide an opportunity for the 
Town to enter upon a program of financial stabilization

5/ By utilizing anticipation notes the method cf reimburse - 
ment from the State could result in the Town's receiving 
its first reimbursement a year in advance of the first 
principal payment. In effect this would mean that the 
Town would receive two reimbursements equal to the 
full principal payment by the time the first principal 
payment came due resulting in a tax rate cushion that 
would be invaluable in attaining the general objective of 
financial stabilization 


6/ The use of anticipation borrowing would require splitting 
the principal payments into nineteen rather than twenty 
payments, but on the other hand it would require full in- 
terest for only nineteen years and therefore yield addition- 
al savings for the Town

In August 1955, the Town marketed the bond issue at a rate of 2.70% ina 


difficult and crowded bond market. 


Although lower than the rate for the 


original Wildwood bonds, this was a high rate and very disappointing. It 
had been hoped that a rate in the vicinity of 2. 30% to 2.50% might be re- 


alized. 


Fortunately the Town had again departed from customary practice 
and had marketed only $700, 000 of the authorized issue of $1, 375,000 - 
this constituting the amount needed to cover the then total of anticipation 


notes outstanding. 


Having first obtained the approval of the First National Bank which is 
marketing the entire issue, the authenticating legal firm of Storey, Thorn- 
dike, Palmer and Dodge and the Director of Accounts of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, the Town aplit the issue and proceeded to borrow for a 
second year in anticipation of bond proceeds from the unissued balance for 


the period from August 1955 to August 1956. 


This has the effect of deferring principal and interest payments for 
another year on the remaining balance of $500,000 so that the first full 
payment of principal and interest on the entire issue will not come due 


until 1957. 


Assuming that the Town had issued the estimated required balance of 
$500,000, the interest at 2.70% on this amount to be paid in 1956 would 


have been $13, 500. 


The estimated interest that will be paid on the anti- 


cipation notes will not exceed $2500 -- and therefore the Town will real- 
ize a net savings of at least $11,000 from this phase of the transaction. 


It is expected that the balance of the issue will be marketed in the middle 
of February - the "quietest" period on the bond market and also the period 
following the re-payment of department store inventory loans for the holi- 


day season.

It is the period when the bond market normally offers the low- 
It is not possible to guess the probable rate that will 


be offered to Wilmington, but it could be substantially lower than 2. 70%. 


One other result of this method of marketing the bond issue has been the 
placing of this issue on a 19 year repayment schedule which in itself offers 

a savings amounting to the difference in interest charges between $1, 375,000 
@ 3% over 20 years, and $1,200,000 @ 2.70% over 19 years. 


To recapitulate, the estimated minimum cumulative savings over the life 
of the bond issue resulting from its management as described amount to 


$105,010. 00. *
